Nothing 
is wrong with their mental atti- 
tude that a can of K rations won't 
cure. 
The Marine provost marshal, Lt. | 
Col. Floyd A. Stephenson, of! 
Washington, D. C., said more than 
1.200 of them had been rounded 
up so far and there was not a 
mean one in the lot. They have 
been under Japanese domination 
e long time and they are under- 
nourished and beaten down. Many 
are ill with various. diseases in 
which Okinawa abounds. 

Naturally no long-range pro- 
gram has been instituted after two 
days of invasion but refugee cen- 
ters have been established and the 
Marines are doing the best they 
can for the unfortunate people. 
They are being fed emergency ra- 
tions and sneak back into the line 
for second helpings of the chow. 

The natives, or “Okies” as they 
are called by the Marines, fled to 
the hills before the invasion start- 
ed and today many started coming 
in voluntarily. They had been 
edvised to leave the cities and air 
field areas by 3,500,000 pamphlets 
dropped by American planes be- 
fore the invasion.

SPAIN, PORTUGAL

LONDON, Tuesday, April 2.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—(#)—President Roosevelt today accept- 
| ed the resignation of War Mobilizer James F. Byrnes and thereby gave | 


the broadest official-bint to date that Germany is as good as beaten. |

By agreement reached months 
ago, Byrnes was to stay until the 
European end of the global war 
job was done. 

Fred M. Vinson, federal loan 
administrator, was chosen to suc- 
ceed him as director of the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion. . 

Byrnes had agreed last Novem- 
ber to stick to his post—as Mr. 
Roosevelt then stated— “‘until the 
elimination of Germany from the 
war.” 

The 65-year-old “assistant presi- 
dent” submitted his resignation 
on the day American troops surged 
across the Rhine in strength, tell- 
ing the President he felt V-E Day 
“is not far distant.” 

The President held the resigna- 
tion while Allied armies fanned 
swiftly over the Reich and then, 
in apparent agreement that Ger- 
many could now be regarded as 
virtually eliminated, released the 
former senator and supreme court 
justice with “heartfelt regret”

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Ruhr Industrial Might, Smashed Beyond Repair, 
stands As Symbol of Germany's Utter Defeat

WITH THE NINTH ARMY ON 
THE RUHR, — (NANA) — Meid- 
erich’s Adolf Hitler strasse leads to 
the Ruhr by way of Fritz Thys- 
sen’s big steel mill. 

It is a fitting combination. All 
three—the street, the river, the 
steel plant—could stand alone or 
singly as symbols of Germany’s 
utter defeat, in which military vic- 
tories now can only confirm and 
drive home the accomplished fact. 

For nothing is clearer today 
than the faet that Germany’s in- 
dustrial might, the whole basis of 
her power to make war, has been 


smashed beyond recovery in the. 


foreseeable future. 

Standing atop the heap of rub- 
ble which was once Fritz Thys- 
sen’s great steel mill, a major, op- 
erations officer of the regiment 
which has just finished the drive 
to the Ruhr banks, said grimly: 

“There’s only one thing left for 
the Germans to do. They can 
shovel the Ruhr’s industries into 
the river, move somewhere else, 
and start over”

But 
Londoners hopefully turned the 
Easter Monday holiday into a cele- 
bration of what many believed 
was the beginning of the end of 
the Nazis’ ruthless “vergeltungs- 
waffen” (revenge weapons).

WITH THE AMERICAN FIRST 
ARMY ARMOR SPEARHEAD- 
ING INTO GERMANY, March 30. 
(NANA)—(Delayed)—This is be- 
ing written so far inside Germany 
and so far behind what three days 
ago were the German lines that a 
couple of keys on this typewriter 
have acquired umlauts. It is the 
account of what will surely be an 
historic day of continuous driving 
that has carried our tanks well 
over 100 miles from the point at 
which they pushed off yesterday 
morning. 

Censorship prevents my saying 
where we are and where we have 
been. It may be said, however, 
that unless the armored elements 
to the north and others to the 
south have beaten this, it is the 
longest one-day continuous com- 
bat drive in American and prob- 
ably in the world’s military his- 
tory. And this drive is not over, 
for there is only one hour in 
which to write this story of the 
first 100 miles before we push off 


When the first reconnaissance 
elements of this armor pushed off 
yesterday the cocks were still 
crowing in the barnyards and the 
mists still hung in these scenic 
rolling valleys. When the tanks 
coiled up for the night, seventeen 
hours later, the fires of burning 
German vehicles and burning Ger- 
man towns lighted the clouded 
sky and spotted the horizon with 
glowing yellow in dozens of places. 

This is a blitz beyond anything 
the Germans have ever seen. It 
is not a blitz for the purpose of 
capturing towns or taking pris- 
oners, but a blitz designed to gain 
a position that will make the Ger- 
man rout in the west complete. 

As a result of this, our tanks 
have been rolling through turnip 
fields, grinding through woods, 
boiling into some places over first- 
class highways and in many in- 
stances by-passing towns that will 
be picked up and cleaned out 
later when the infantry fills in 
behind. Even so, this armored di- 
vision has in two days been forced 
to take roughly 10,000 prisoners 


who have been coming out of the 


with their hands over their heads. 


The absolute disorganization of 
the German forces is shown by 
the fact that we have of neces- 
sity been forced to go through 
towns, some of them large, where 
life was going on as usual, with 
the stores all open and gas, wa- 
ter, electric and telephone serv- 
ices functioning. One column of 
this armor alone has captured 
five trains, and there is a ter- 
rible temptation here to take one 
to Berlin. 

This same column, which alone 


take 3,550 prisoners, also cap 
tured one train headed west and 
loaded with German staff officers 
and their women. It also captured 
a big ordnance works, to which it 
set fire when, after the recon- 
naissance units had passed by, the 
main column came up and found 
mechanics still working in it.

His was the division that led 
the way into the heart of the Nazi 
realm with a drive of nearly 100 
miles between dawn and dusk. 
Thomas R. Henry, Washington 
Star war correspondent who went 
along, said the dash was made 
without flank support, and called 
it possibly the fastest in combat 
history. 

Henry's dispatch gave another 
gidelight on Rose’s way of fight- 
ing a war. The correspondent told 
how the general a few days ago 
personally led a squad consisting 
of a colonel, a major and two 
privates against 20 German sol- 
diers hidden beside their road. 
All the Germans were shot or 
captured. 


Rose also figured as a negotiator 
the first time the “unconditional 
surrencer” principle was applied 
to the Germans on a large scale. 
This was in Tunisia at the time 
of the collapse of Nazi forces 
there. 

The tall, black-haired Rose then 
was a colonel, chief of staff to 
Maj. Gen. Ernest N. Harmon, 
commander of the First Armored 
Division. 

. The First Armored had captured 
Bizerte and Harmon had just 
launched his tanks in what he in- 
tended as the final blow to break 
German resistance in Tunisia. 

Harmon, known as “Old Gravel 
Voice,” gave it to Gen. Fritz 
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Krause straight — “unconditional 
surrender.” 

Rose was delegated to carry the 
word to Krause. 

Twenty minutes later Rose mes- 
saged his commander: 

“Sir, Gen. Krause accepts your 
terms of unconditional surrender.” 

His answer from “Old Gravel 
Voice” was this: 

“Well, how about that bastard 
up north—does he still want to 
fight?” 

Rose and Harmon both insisted 
that was code for Gen. Willibald 
Borowiecz, German commander in 
the adjoining sector. 

Borowiecz showed up in person 
at Harmon’s headquarters to give 
up while Rose was on the way 
back.

capitals, Fortune asserts: 

“This was the first and only 
group of American citizens per- 
mitted to leave the country to 
campaign officially for an Ameri- 
can idea since the war.” 

‘ALL AGREE’ 

Reviewing support of the ob- 
jective by Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius, former Secretary Hull, in- 
dorsements by congress, by both 
political parties, efforts of the 
State Department in France and 
China, and writings by American 
international experts, the article 
sums up with, “All &Agree on— 
and energetically promote—world- 
wide press freedom.” 

The fact that so little’ debate 
has been aroused, in contrast with 
controversies over other war aims, 
Fortune says, might seem to indi- 
cate it is not taken seriously, “but 
the facts arg impressive. And it 
may also be’ true that the things 
which a national community be- 
lieves most deeply and unanimous- 
ly are the things which it does not 
dispute but takes for granted.” 

But the magazine suggests 
“there may be some reasons to 
doubt that the American press as 
a whole, or the American people 
as a whole, are adequately pre- 
pared to fight for the principle of 
a free press.” 

GREATER BATTLE 

For in its truest sense, ‘he pub- 
lication goes on to say, this is a 
part “of the larger empire of 
freedom—freedom from inquiry, 
freedom to learn, to argue, to dis- 
pute—freedom of the mind. This 
fight is an infinitely more difficult 
and greater battle” than the mere 
solution of some of the mechanical 
problems of world communica- 
tions. 

Fortune warns. that efforts will 
be made to sabotage the campaign 
both “abroad and at home. Jn 
America, the attempt will be made 
especially by some gentlemen of 
the left. Their chief efforts will 
be to inseminate American press 
media with the entire Russian 
party line about press freedom: 
viz., that the American press isn’t 
free because it is owned by indi- 
viduals; that the Russian press is 
the only free press because it is 
owned by the state. 

“There is undoubtedly a very 
widespread and deep belief in 
America that the suppression or 


distortion of news has an intimate 
‘connection with dictatorship and 


war,” Fortune says, but adds: 
“Does the press of America 
really intend to fight for freedom? 
If so, its great battles lie ahead. 
Perhaps the press of America will 
be muniched. Perhaps it will not 
know how to fight until too late.”

Captives Face 
Death if Hitler 
Peace Fails 


STOCKHOLM, April 2. — (#) — 
The Free German Press Agency 
said today, without confirmation 
from any source and without giv- 
ing authority for its statement, 
that Hitler plans the mass murder 
of Allied prisoners of war, hos- 
tages from occupied lands and the 
remaining Jews if his “last pro- 
posals for a humane peace” are 
rejected. | 

The Stockholm bureau of the 
AP transmitted this dispatch “for 
information.” It says it cannot 
vouch for the reliability of ‘the 
Free German Press Agency’s re- 
ports. 

The agency said it had learned 
from diplomatic circles in Berlin 
that Nazi Trade Envoy Karl 
Schurre’s visit to Stockholm last 
month was connected with Hit- 
ler’s peace soundings. 

Hitler’s proposals, according to 
the story, call for an immediate 
armistice with the western Allies. 
and continued war against Russia 
followed by a “European peace 
conference” to which Russia 
would not be invited. 

Hitler also was represented as 
willing to let the German people 
decide by a free election whether 
he should remain as leader of the 
Reich.

MOSCOW, April 2.—(4)—A Pravda commentator declared today 


that the speed of the Allied drive beyond the Rhine was not extraor- | 
dinary because, he said, while the Americans advanced 94 miles in| 


three weeks, the first White Russian army had gone 154 miles in a 


single week. 

“What really astonishes us is 
that the Allied armies have met 
almost no real resistance,” Maj. 
Gen. Mikhail Galactianov wrote. 

He said Germany’s main strength 
has been on the eastern front 
since 1941, and “here it has been 
destroyed.” 

Discussing the American-British 
advances, he wrote that to ap- 
praise a military success the 
strength of the defense must be 
considered. 

The British and Americans were 
opposed by only 60 divisions when 
they invaded France,:. while the 
Red Army at the same time was 
tying up 200, he continued. 

In order to delay disaster on 
the eastern front the Nazi high 
command threw all its existing re- 
serves into the east, “even risk- 
ing to bare the western front,” 
Galactianov added. 

Summing up, he said “these are 
the facts which show why the 
Germans could not offer serious 
resistance on the Siegfried line. 
In several sectors there was no 
kind of opposition to the Allies 
even on such a large waterway 
as the Rnine. The Germans have 
resisted fiercely on every sector

His 10 Wounded Voted 
Java Junket--Wassell

Capt. Corydon McA. Wassell, who terms himself a “yellow dog 
Democrat from Afkansas,” preferred the democratic approach even 
in probably the most crucial moment of his life. He let the 10 
wounded men under his care take a vote on whether they woula 
risk almost certain death in attempting to reach the Australian coast 
from Java, on a ship which 70 per cent of the passengers had deserted 


and which would make only five knots an hour. 


In Atlanta on the first lap of a 
tour of war plants in the Sixth 
Naval District, Dr. Wassell said 
yesterday, “I must give the credit 
for the trip to those boys. I put 
the decision up to them and every 
one said, ‘Doc, stick with the ship.’ 
And we did, and made it.” 


Dr. Wassell received the Navy 
Cross and sutsequent literary and 
movie fame for bringing a group 
of wounded Americans across 
Java to safety in Australia. James 
Hilton wrote a book entitled, “The 
Story of Dr. Wassell.” 


The 60-year-old four-striper re- 
iterated his prediction about the 
war's end, first made when he re- 
turned to this country in 1942. 
“By June, 1945, we will-be able 
to reset our sights on victory and 
see how much farther we have to 
go,” he predicted. “In 1942, I said 
prepare for six years of war and 
at the end of three, reset your 
sights. I stick to that statement.” 

A native of Little Rock, the 
balding, homespun-humored man 
worked as an Episcopalian medi- 
cal missionary in China from 
1914-27, and has traveled “all 
over Japan.” He answered a ques- 
tion about how we should treat 
the conquered Japanese after the 
war with an illustiation. 

“If you say you have a head-

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The Nazis in Disaster After Disaster 


The swiftly moving panoramz of war 
in western Europe has brought one disaster 
after another. in increasing scope, to the 
crumbling armies of Germany. 


The encirclement of the Saar, the cross- 
ings of the Rhine, the trap welded around 
the Ruhr have followed with breath-taking 
rapidity. German troops are surrendering 
by tens of thousands, bewildered, helpless, 
while Allied forces roar on into Germany 
at such speed they have not time to round 
up the eager-to-be-prisoners of war. 


The forces in the northern end of the 
line, under Marshal Montgomery, appear 
to be driving to cut off not only Holland, 
but the great German naval bases to the 
northwest. Fleeing German columns are 
being decimated from the air and, save in 
isolated spots, the white flag is the most 
popular symbol in Germany today. 


As we near such cities as Muenster and 
Nurnberg we shall discover whether the 


Germans have the strength to make any 
strong resistance at these points. If they 
do not, even they must realize the war, 
for them, is over. All that remains for the 
Allies is to occupy all the Reich and mop 
up the pockets of fanatic resistance scat- 
tered here and there. 


There are indications that, in leaving 
Holland, the Germans have abandoned the 
sites from which they have launched their 
murderous V weapons against Britain. If 
their northern perts are cut off and seized, 
their submarines will be hamstrung. 


And, if the armored columns of the 
Third and Seventh Armies quickly cut 
through the waist of Germany and make 
contact with the Russians, Nazi plans for 
a stronghold in the Bavarian Alps will 
be disrupted. 


And the hourly news indicates that, 
whatever they want to do, wherever they 
want to go, there is nothing to stop our 
wild-running tanks, trucks and infantry.

The Mystery of Okinawa 


There is something mysterious about 
the ease with which the U. S. Tenth Army 
went ashore on Okinawa and established 
its beachhead. For the first 24 hours of 
the operation, at least, Japanese resist- 
ance was astonishingly light, and Admiral 
Nimitz was, at the end of that time, able 
to report a beachhead eight miles long 
and, at some points, three miles deep, was 


secure. 


Possibly the terrific weight of air and 
naval bombardment to which the landing 
areas had been subjected by our task 
forces for eight days had smashed Jap 
defenses and driven Jap troops inland. 
Probably we shall yet have to engage in 
long and bitter combat before the island 
is ours. The fact remains. we are there 
to stay, have taken two airfields and soon 


an experience gained in the discharge of 
so many positions of the highest trust and 
responsibility. As a legislator, as jurist 
sitting on. the highest court in the land, 
and as a man of affairs, you had a long 
preparation for the service which you have 
given your country in these war years.” 


The President has chosen, in Fred M.

Feels Tutankhamen 
Was Good Little Guy 


CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Mail)—I can do a great 

: many things which seem dumb to me at the 

time, but can never escape them. I had, this 

feeling coming out of the museum at Cairo. I was feeling genuinely 

and rather deeply sorry for a youngster who died some 3,000 years 
ago. 

I went there, as I go to all the museums, because I ‘am a tourist 
at heart, I guess, and therefore a sucker for museums. I went 
especially to see the treasures which came from the tomb of 
Tutankhamen. And when I came out it was this young king for 
whom I felt a real sorrow. Somehow, I felt as if I had known him 
somewhere in the past. I came out thinking more of him than of 


the vast treasure which they stacked about him in his tomb when 


they sealed him up and hid his tomb from the robbers of the 
centuries. 

I think it was one tiny little object or so which got me. He 
was a wistful-looking youngster, was Tutankhamen, and his wist- 
fulness shows through all the statues they made of him, especially 
in the gold mask of him they put about his face wrapped in the 
many windings of the mummy. 

But it was not this. It was a small toy of his sister’s and a 
small paint box she had used that had been put into his tomb with 
him.. There, in all the fantastic magnificence of tremendous wealth 
and regal glory, were these two little toys. He had been such a 
good brother that his sister put them in there with all the gold and 
jewels, and there they are today, after 3,000 years. 


He was a small, lithe kid such as you may see playing halfback 
on a high school ‘team where kids still play. I mean one which 
has not gone in for the professional high school game. ; 

I think it was that which got me and made me feel a ¥ort of 
personal friendship for this youngster dead 3,000 years there in the 
oe of the great tomb in the Valley of the Kings at Luxor on 

e Nile. 


I recalled the many newspaper stories of 
Gold Everywhere 1923 and the pictures and the description 
of the gold and jewels. I remember some pictures of the objects. 
So, I was curious as I walked up a short flight of steps here at the 
museum to see the objects which occupy a whole floor of the mu- 
seum. I was curious, but nothing had prepared me for the sheer 
shock of so much, so lavish a display, The first impression of this 
ee is something impossible to convey to one who has not 
seen it. 

Color photographs cannot convey it. The skill of artists, of 
goldsmiths, silversmiths, the workers in wood, alabaster and ivory 
who lived more than 3,000 years ago in Egypt had gone into the 
making of that treasure. It has never been surpassed. 

The first impression is of gold. Gold shining, gold gleaming, 
gold burning red, gold rose-red, gold dull, gold in masses, gold in 
paper sheets, gold hammered, woven, inlaid—as far as one could 
see down the great hall there was the sheen and shimmer of gold. 

There were the great golden beds with the snarling heads of 
dogs done in gold and ivory; there were golden vessels, golden 
chariots, ornaments, rooms of the temple all coated with ham- 
mered gold. t 

It was the little things that got me. There were woven gloves 
there, every thread perfect. I saw a little loaf of bread, baked 
3,000 years ago, and bouquets of flowers picked 3,000 years ago 
to cast on the coffin of the young king. 

The gold mask found over his face, 


A Sad and Lonely Face beneath the wrappings of linen, is 


truly magnificent. The face is of burnished gold, and the striped 
headdress is of alternate bars of dark blue glass and gold. Upon 
the forehead are the two emblems of the kingdom, the vulture and 
the cobra of Upper and Lower Egypt, both of solid gold. It is one 
of the great works of antiquity. There is something ineffably sad 
and lonely about the face. He has gazed with his golden eyes for 
30 centuries into the darkness of his vault and for a few years 
into the light of the museum room. He lives as a human being, 
the only one to do so in that great museum. And he was not a happy 
one. . 

I came out feeling sorry for him and I came out, too, thinking 
how true was the prophet when he said: “We have brought nothing 
into this world and it is certain we can take nothing out.” Had 
the tomb not been found it would have been there yet in the dark- 
ness, waiting, waiting, waiting. 

Those who know say that the young king was not a wealthy 
king, as was Kheops, who built the great pyramid at Giza. Nor was 
he as rich as the kings who built the others. No one will ever know 
what was found in them when the thieves of antiquity broke into 
them and robbed them of their vast treasure which even the imag- 
ination cannot picture. 

They believed in immortality 30 centuries ago and they be- 
lieved the soul would come back someday. Therefore, it must have 
been something to which it might return, a mummy or a mask or 
a name carved on a tomb. There must be something of the owner. 
For the kings there was a great massing of material wealth. We 
know what some of it was by looking at what was left for the 
poor young king known as Tutankhamen. All of it avails noth- 
ing. But I think Tutankhamen has the best chance. Those small 
things his sister put there with the great treasures of gold, silver 
and alabaster and ivory may carry him across the great unknown 
and bring him to immortality.

Stalin Forcing His Claims 


WASHINGTON.—A week ago it was stated in this column that 
there was a mounting opinion among foreign affairs experts that 
President Roosevelt is making the same mistake of putting the 
world organization carte ahead of the war settlement horse that 
Woodrow Wilson made in 1919. 

_And certainly events of the past week have greatly strengthened 
this impression. ; 

Just as Premier Clemenceau used the threat of nonadherence 
to the League of Nations covenant to force Wilson to surrender to 
one after the other of France’s predatory demands, Premier Stalin 
quite obviously is employing Dumbarton Oaks to compel American 
acceptance of his territorial claims. 


‘It is apparent, specifically, that Stalin has made American- 
British acceptance of his Soviet-made Lublin government of Po- 
land—substantially as is—a condition without which there will be 
no affirmative co-operation by Russia in the approaching effort at 
San Francisco to establish an all-embracing world organization. 

Such is the real meaning of the virtually coincident announce- 
ment at Moscow, first that Foreign Minister Molotoff will not go 
to San Francisco, leaving the Soviet representation there to second- 
rates, and, secondly, that Russia has demanded admission of the 
Lublin government to the conference. 

Stalin’s insistence at Yalta on at least three votes for Russia 
in the projected world assembly probably is of the same piece in 
that this logically would call for multiple voting by Russia in the 
San Francisco conference. 


There have been rumors for some time that Stalin would de- 
mand at least six Soviet votes at San Francisco, one each for the 
main Soviet government and the various Soviet-European republics. 


It must be said for Stalin that th 
Nothing Underhanded has been noliiiien ' aataihed mn 


his dealing. As long ago as January, 1942, when the first United 
Nations pact was negotiated, he announced his determination to 
annex the Baltic states and Poland east of the Curzon line. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt then persuaded Stalin not to make British-American 
acceptance of these claims a condition to the United Nations agree- 
ment, with the argument that, in view of the then-ticklish military 
situation, it was better that all territorial questions be postponed. 


Stalin’s disregard at all times for debating-society aspects of 
world organization has been equally evident. What he wants is a 
hard-and-fast military alliance between Russia, the United States 
and Britain. He didn’t want China and France in the proposed 
security council, and much less six additional small nations. The 
all-inclusive world assembly he regards as unadulterated eyewash. 

Stalin has made his basic position perfectly plain. First, last 
and all the time he is aiming to strength and expand Russia. Be- 
cause he recognizes the United States and Britain as his equals, he 
is frankly willing and anxious to continue to do business with them 
on a “you scratch my back and I’ll scratch yours” basis. 

As for the rest of the world he regards it as a sort of orphan 
asylum, inmates of which are to be treated kindly and helped to the 
extent the Big Three may find convenient, always with the under- 
standing that any international “bad boy” who raises his head will 


be summarily knocked down. 

. : With every passing day it seems clearer 
Victory for Russia that, at Yalta, Stalin got away with just 
about everything he went after. As to Poland, his supreme accom- 
plishment was American-British consent that the Lublin govern- 
ment be made the basis upon which to build the proposed Polish 
government of national unity. Roosevelt and Churchill thereby 
threw overboard the Polish government in London, the only coun- 
terclub they had in their locker. Stalin’s précess since has been 
simply to turn down every person proposed for inclusion in the 
Lublin government. 

Stalin’s other big accornplishments were the unqualified British- 
American acceptance of the Tito government of Yugoslavia and 
concentration of the reparations problem in a three-power com- 
mission, sitting at Moscow. 

As to the latter, there is little doubt that Roosevelt and Churchill 
consented in principle to “forced German labor,” the form of 
reparations Stalin is most interested in. Also, it is a vital circum- 
stance that reparations determination is to be confined to the “Big | 
Three.” Other interested nations, notably France, Belgium and 
Holland, simply are going to be told what they are to get. And 
for whatever they get they are going to be beholden principally 


to Stalin.

~ Nation Divided on War Time 


PRINCETON, N. J.—A survey 
just completed across the nation 
on the issue of war time vs. stan- 
dard time brings forth a familiar 
pattern. 

The heavily populated indus- 
trial urban areas are willing to 
remain on war time the year 
around, at least until the wars 
end. 

Farmers. on the other hand, 
don't like the idea of having the 
clock kept ahead an hour even 
during the war. The farm atti- 
tude is best typified in the com- 
ment of a Jamestown, N. D., 
farmer, who, in an earlier survey, 
said: 

“You can’t change a cow’s milk 
habits to fit the clock, or evapo- 
rate the morning dew an hour ear- 
lier.” 

The general pattern of senti- 
ment on the issue is further un- 
derlined by sectional preference 
as shown by the present survey. 

The west central section of the 
country, which includes a large 
share of the midwestern farm 
belt, shows a majority favoring 
a return to standard time. Two 
state legislatures in this section, 
Minnesota and Iowa, have passed 
resolutions calling upon congress 
to return the nation to standard 
time. 

In all other sections of the na- 
tion, the predominant vote favors 
remaining on war time until the 
war's end. 

The same thing holds true for 
the nation as a whole, although 
there is at present less sentiment 
for keeping the clock an hour 
ahead than was the case in 1942, 


shortly after the country went on 
war time. 

While throughout the nation 
the largest single group favors 
war time, this group adds up to 
just short of a majority—49 per 
cent. In 1942, the vote favoring 
war time was 57 per cent. 

The question in the present sur- 
vey: 

“Do you think the entire coun- 
try should go back to standard 
time or should we stay on war 
time the year around until the 
war is over?” 

The replies:

Stalin 
A Realist 


(Editor’s Note: Westbrook Peg- 
ler, whose column usually appears 
here, is on vacation.) 


I suspect that the form of Eu- 
rope and of the peace are going 
to be very different from the out- 
lines set up by the Dumbarton 
Oaks conference, and accepted by 
sO many politicians and editorial 
writers, and that Uncle Joe Stalin 
and the Russia he represents will 
be the reason for the difference. 
The whole of the Dumbarton con- 
ference, save the Russians, made 
its tentative plans on the basis of 
a world which existed before this 
war and will never exist again, 
for the new world before us is 
one in which sovereign states and 
even empires will no longer have 
the wealth, the power and the 


prestige they once _ possessed. 
There will, it seems to me, be two 
great and powerful nations—the 
United States and Russia—with 
the third, Great Britain, exercising 
power and influence, as Gen. 
Smuts has already pointed out, 
only in relation to the support she 
receives from this country. 


Stalin is playing a cautious and 
reluctant game all along the way 
because he knows these things 
and, being a realist, is unwilling 
to commit himself to plans which 
are being built on a false assump- 
tion that smaller nations should 
and will any have great authority 
in the postwar world. 


Stalin knows that if peace is to 
be kept, it will have to be kept 
by the force of this country and 
Russia. He knows, as we should, 
I think know and accept, the fact 
that world trade, world prosperity, 
world order will be determined 
entirely by the wealth, the mili- 
tary and naval forces, the mer- 
chant marines, the resources and 
the gold of his nation and ours, 
and by Russia’s wisdom and our 
own in employing all these ele- 
ments. He knows that the rest of 
the world is broke and without re- 
sources comparable to those of 
Russia and the United States, He 
knows that the future of the 
world does not belong to widely 
scattered empires, impossible to 
defend and dominated by small 
nations, in themselves weak and 
without economic resources. He 
knows that the future belongs to 
great self-contained nations with 
resources, industry, wealth and 
large pépulations, and that it will 
be difficult to restore the British, 
Dutch and French empires upon 
the old prewar imperial basis and 
impossible to maintain them for 


very long on that basis. 


There are a lot of things he’ 
knows—that it is impossible even | 
to consider the self-determination 
of nations or to separate the mud- 
dled races of Europe upon any 
basis of plebescites, if we are sin- 
cere in our desire for a lasting 
peace. He knows that it would 
be insanity to turn loose the 
Balkan states to quarrel among 
themselves while they are being 
exploited by British and French 
capital (if there is any such thing 
after the war). He knows that 
these countries, together with 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, the Baltic 
states and indeed Holland, Bel- | 
gium and Denmark, are not like- 
ly to look ever again to Great Brit- 
ain or to France to protect them? 
(a Great Britain which in the next 
war will be no more than a small 
group of islands under constant 
bombardment from the air or 
from robots or worse). He knows 
that China, for the present, at 
least, is no more than an illusion 
as a nation, which needs at least 
a century of peace to modernize 
and educate and unify herself in 
order to become the great power 
we have, by wishful thinking, as- | 
sumed her to be. | 


Stalin and Russia want peace 
and they mean to have it in order 
to rebuild and to develop Russia’s 
agriculture, her great industries 
and her almost unlimited re 
sources. I believe Stalin knows 
that NO peace will be achieved 
by a return to the world which 
existed before this war, the old 
world of colonies and empires 
and cordons sanitaires and 
balance of power. He knows 
that there are in Britain today) 
politicians who are already work- | 
ing to set up the old balance of 
power by which Britain managed 
to éxist as an empire for so long 
—a balance of power this time 
using, if possible, the United 
States to checkmate Ruesia be- 
cause there is no longer any con- 
tinental power strong enough or 
rich enough. Stalin knows that 
ary world government; even 
faintly resembling the League of 
Nations, will degenerat« into con- 
fusion and international intrigue 
which wili only serve to bring 
on another war. 


All of these things Russia 
knows. Some of them we know. 
We should know all of them and 
recognize them, if we are sincere 
in our desire for an enduring 
world peace. The responsibility 
of keeping peace for the next hun- 
dred years in a disintegrated and | 
transitional world will lie with | 
two nations—Russia and ° the’ 
United States. They cannot ac-| 
cept the responsibility while har- 
ing the authority with other na- 
tions out of a world which no 
longer exists. I doubt that little 
more than a residue of the plans 
made at Dumbarton Oaks will re- 
main when the final settlement 
takes form. 


The truth is that the world and 
certainly Europe is not yet ready 
for an assembly of nations or any- 
thing like it. History does not 
advance through plans like the 
League of Nations imposed upon 
it. It advances. by evolution, one 
change growing out of another. 
Never more than now is there 
truth jis the old saying—the more 
haste the less speed. 
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“Radio the old man we'll be late on account of a thousand- 
mile detour.”

Learns Something of Operation of Aircraft Carrier 


IN THE WESTERN PACIFIC. 
(Delayed)—The main thing I never 
understood about how an aircraft 
carrier. operates, is what they do 
with all the rest of the whales 
he one was landing or taking 
Olt, 


I had thought the flight deck 
had to be entirely clear of planes. 
I thought that as soon as one took 
off, they brought the next one up 
from the lower deck by elevator, 
and sent it off. 

It isn’t that way at all. There 
are always idle planes standing 
on deck during landings and take- 
offs. There have to be, for the 
hangar deck down below isn’t big 
enough to hold all the planes. But 
these idle planes are never along 
the side of the deck—they are at 
one end or the other. Here’s how 
it’s done; 

Planes always take off and al- 
ways land from stern to bow on 
the ship—or from rear to forward 
as you simple landlubbers would 
say. 

For the takeoff, all the planes 
are parked tightly together at the 
rear of the deck. All have folding 
wings, which has been one of the 
great contributions to this war. 
Without them a carrier could 
hardly carry enough planes to 
justify itself. 

These parked planes take up 
maybe one-eighth of the flight 
deck—the rear one-eighth. When 
they get ready to launch planes, 
all the engines are started and 
warmed up while the planes are 
still parked tightly together. 


The noise is terrific. Angry 
propellers whirl within inches of 
the tail of the next ship. ‘“Plane- 
Pushers” by the dozen crawl 
around, under, and among these 
flying propellers, adjusting chocks 
and untying the lines that hold 
the planes down. 


When they are ready, the center 
plane in the front row is taxied 
out a few feet. His folded wings 
are unfolded, The pilot tests his 
controls, puts down his flaps. 

A signalman standing ahead and 
to the right of him indicates by 
motions when he is to start, He 
holds on his brakes, speeds up his 
engine until the noise is ear-split- 
ting, and then the signalman leans 
over and dramatically swings his 
arm forward, as though personally 
to give the plane impetus. 

The plane starts rolling. The deck 
behind him is packed with planes. 
But the seven-eights of deck in 
front is clear. Not a plane or man 
on it, 

No sooner has one plane gone 
than the next one is ready. has his 
wings unfolded, and is running up 
his engine. They take off one 
right after the other, less than a 
minute apart, until the whole 
flight is off. 


The moment the last plane of 
the fligtt is off, a Klaxon signals 
the fact, and the great flight deck 
instantly becomes a swarm of men. 

Usually there are several planes 
left on deck, which weren't sched- 
uled to go. All these are immedi- 
ately towed to the forward end of 
the deck, and reparked there. 

For, when the planes come back 
to land, they must use that rear 
end of the deck. While they are 
landing, the whole front end of 
the deck is full of parked planes, 

A barrier of steel cables, stretch- 
ed hea. -high across the deck, 
stops any wild-landing plane from 
crashing into the bunch of tights 
ly parked ships ahead, 

As soon as a plane lands, the 
barrier is dropped, the plane taxies 
over it, and the barrier is raised 
again for the next guy coming in. 
The plane that has just landed is 


parked among the other inert ones 
up front, and the pilot shuts off 
his engine. , 

When the last plane is down, 
the Klaxon squawks, all the men 
rush out, and all. the planes are 
towed back to the rear of the 
deck, ready for the next takeoff. 

Almost never, during actual 
landing of the planes, is the ele- 
vator let down. It is used only 


between flights, to take planes 


down to the “garage” or bring up 
fresh ones. 

This moving of planes from one 
end of the flight deck to the other 
is called “re-spotting.” It goes on 
all day long—back and forth, back 
and forth. . 

The planes are pulled by tiny 
Fordson tractors. As they run 


around they look like these little 
electric cars you bump each other 
with at carnivals. 

At night, probably two-thirds of 
the planes are “spotted” on deck. 
They are parked tightly together, 
and tied down to gratings in the 
flight deck by heavy rope. 

If we're sailing into a storm, 
they’re tied additionally with steel 
cable. And all night long men 
are posted among them, to see that 
nothing breaks or goes wrong. 

Despite all this, there have been 
times when the ocean was s0 
rough and the deck careening at 
such a steep angle, that planes 
would break all their moorings 
and go screeching over the side. 
That would be when I was down 
in my cabin, very seasick.

I do not believe the ma- 
jority of our people, or the ma- 
jority of the senate, subscribes to 
these narrow ade ay s o's we 
the other hand, if it be true that 
we hate and distrust our allies.

When I 
hear the unbridled and intemper- 
ate attacks upon Russia by some 
of our people, I cannot help but 
be troubled.

“T have a feeling that the real 
reason for their hate and distrust 
is their lack of faith in our own 
system. 

“IT believe firmly in the ne oon 
iority of our democratic capital-

serve it. But we should remem- 
ber that capitalism is not divine 
and inviolable. It was not hand- 
ed down to us by the Almighty; 
and to question it, or test it, is 
neither sacrilegious nor treason- 
able. We have capitalism, and we 
can defend it, because it has by 
all standards of decency provided 
better conditions for more people 
than any other system on earth.

Scarcity, a form of necessity 
surely, can be the mother of new 
inventions and innovations in 
cookery as well as in other realms. 
Our meat shortage can challenge 
us-into the development of good 
bean, egg and fish entrees; only 
the unimaginative will complain 
“There is nothing to cook for din- 
ner!” 

These spring months are the sea- 
son for shad and shad roe. Roe, 
for benefit of the uninitiated, is 
the eggs of fish. Shad roe is con- 
sidered the most delicate and de- 
sirable of all roe, but the roe of 
other fish is delicious too, mack- 
erel and haddock roe are greatly 
liked by those who are knowing 
such things. All roe, unless you 
are using the canned variety, 
should be “poached” or parboiled 
before preparing it in any other 
way. This is to make it firm to 
handle and keeps it moist and rich 
in texture. 

TO POACH FISH ROE 


/membrane- intact. Cover with boil- 
ing water to which has been add- 
ed 1 tablespoon vinegar or lemon | 
juice, and 1-2 teaspoon salt to each 
quart, A small piece of bay leaf, 
celery seeds, whole peppers or 
other spices or herb may be add- 
ed to the water if desired.

Rules. 


NEW YORK, April 2.—(UP)—The National Collegiate Athletie 
Association rules committee, meeting for the first time since Jan . 
1942, today made five changes in the rules of collegiate foo 
including a drastic penalty against the out-of-bounds kickoff. 


Col. William J. Bingham, of 
Harvard, chairman of the rules 
committee, announced these 
changes after a two-day session: 

1. If the first kickoff is out of 
bounds, the ball st be kicked 
again without penalty. If the 
second kickoff is out of bounds, 
the receiving team shall put the 
ball in play at the point from 
which it was kicked, the kicking 
team’s 40-yard line. On the kick- 
off or on a free kick, the ball may 
be elevated one inch. 


2. Forward passes will be per- 
mitted from any point behind the 
line of scrimmage instead of five 
yards as previously. 

3. Substitutes may report to any 
official instead of just to the um- 
pire; acceptance of substitutes by 
the field captain is eliminated and 
coaches must accept full respon- 
oe for legality of substitu- 

ons. 


4. The center in passing the 
ball shall not have any part of 
his person ahead of the forward 
point of the ball and his feet must 
be behind the ball. 


5. If a player uses his hands 
or arms in blocking, he is re- 
quired to have his hands in corm 
tact with his own body,

Returns 800 to 
Work, HeldCured 


NEW YORK, April 2.—(4)— 
The cure, by nutrition alone, of 
800 persons who were. weak, sick- 
ly and unable to work was re- 
ported here tonight at a Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati dinner by Dr. 
Tom D. Spies, director of the Hill- 
man hospital nutritional clinic at 
Birmingham; Ala. 

Vitamins and minerals effected 
the cures. Of the 800, 41 went 
into the armed forces, 101 into 
agriculture, 299 into industry and 
359 into domestic service. 

Dr. Spies reported a death rate 
cut from 50 per cent, 
zero in 1944, 
treated in the Birmingham area. 
Last year 5,845 persons were treat- 
ed at the clinic for acute pellagra 
without a death. 

The new science of nutrition, 
Dr. Spies said, is still largely un- 
known to most physicians. Few 
of them, he added, realize the 
careful study needed to diagnose 
deficiency diseases. 

Dr. Spies said Thames W. Mar- 
tin, chairman of the Southern Re- 
search Institute, brought out “in 
a dramatic way,.the résponse to 
specific nutritive therapy of a per- 
son with a psychosis arising from 
vitamin deficiency.” 

Martin explained that in one 
instance “a certain individual had 
been incarcerated in an institution 
for the legally insane for 14 
months, but his mind was able to 
function properly within three 
days after treatment was begun.”
